ITH the crest of the flood from 
the hills yet to come, officials 
of the pubiic utility companies 
rday their loss at 
$100,@0. This does not represent the 
ultimate loss, which will only be 
known when at the end of the month 
statements are p 
“Our property loss isn’t great,” 
stated Superintendent Lewis of the 
Los Angeles Railway’ Corporation, 
“but if you figure in the nickels and 
dimes that we lost by impaired fa- 
cilities you will have a sizable total.” 
The same story was told by officials 
of all public utility companies. Com- 
mercial Superintendent Mason of the 
Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company said that $1000 would cover 
the company's property loss, but that 
Close to $6000 was being spent in 
safeguarding telephone subscribers 
against impaired facilities. 

The Pacific Biectric and the rall- 
roads reported property losses totaling 
around $25,000, but offictels stated 
that half as much more was being 
spent to patrol track in dangerous 
places and to safeguard bridges. Tele- 
graph companies and the gas and 
electric companies reported minor 
losses, but said that men were being 
held for immediate dispatch to any 
points where the waters threatened 
impairment of facilities. 

MILLION PHONE CALL&. 


Telephone companies, called on to 
handle 30 per cent. more calls than 
usual, were battling against heavy 
odds. Normally between 600,000 and 
700,000 calls are handled daily. Yes- 
terday the calls ran close to the mil- 
lion mark, with perhaps 10 per cent. 
of the lines dead or working but in- 
termittently. Many operators failed 
to report in the morning, and auto- 
mobiles had to be sent after them. 
This added to the loss occasioned by 
the torrential rain.
